The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the recited coated article comprising a 
substrate containing the specified hydroxyl-fianctionalized polypropylene resin composition and 
a coating layer comprising the specified coating layer composition containing recited 
components (a)-(d), said coating layer composition being formulated for in-molding coating 
application. JP '860 and STRAUS ET AL '033 and YOMEMOCHI ET AL '043 fail to disclose 
the recited coating layer composition; JP '750 fail to disclose coating layer composition 
containing specified component (b); JP 1 1-005060 and JP 08-048801 and JP 10-139975 and JP 
2002-188043 and JP 08-157542 and JP 2001-151977 and SUZUKI ET AL (US 6,958,127) and 
NAJIMA ET AL (US 7,300,977) and ITO ET AL (US 4,795,785) fail to disclose the recited 
coating layer composition containing components (a) comprising the specified oligomers with 
two or more (meth)acrylate groups, (b) the specified (meth)acrylate-modied chlorinated 
polypolyolefin, (c) initiator, and (d) polyisocyanate compound.
